Numerous bathing pools distrib- 
uted conveniently over the city, 
rather than a few large ones at re- 
mote places, is the idea of the Na- 


tional Capital park and planning 
commission, expressed at its meet- 
ing yesterday by a resolution to this 
effect. 

Confronted with objections to the 
original East Potomac park site for 
the large white bathing pool, and to 
alternate sites for the original large 
pool for colored persons in section 
C of the Anacostia park, the new 
commission will start selections 
again-with the foregoing idea in 
view. Commissioners explained 
that this does not mean that the 
East Potomac park site is definitely 
abandoned. 

The anticipated congressional ap- 
propriation to provide for the two 
pools originally proposed must be 
secured in a form lending itself to 
the plan of having smaller pools, it 
is now believed. 

The resolution is as follows: ‘‘Re- 
solved. That the National Capital

Twenty men and 
were junior high school teachers 
July 1, 1924, possessing degrees 
from accredited colleges, who did 
not receive assignment to the 2C 
class on that date, or promotion to 
that class for a varying number of 
months afterward,

UTILIZING RETIRED OFFICERS. 
Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, head of the 
Federal prohibition forces, believes that 
retired army and navy officers could be 
used to advantage in enforcement of the 


dry law. Gen. Andrews has recom- 
mended to Congress that such officers 
be authorized to serve under the Treasury 
Department in this capacity, and a bill 
is now on the Senate calendar which 
would confer the required authority. It 
has been on the calendar since May 17, 
but has been passed over in favor of 
other legislation, and if Congress should 
adjourn on the date proposed by the 
House, June 30, it is hardly likely that 
the bill will become law, unless it is 
pushed. 

The prohibition chief asserts that it 
would mean much to the efficiency of the 
service if Congress would pass this bill, 
because it would make available men of 
high training and ability. 

There is no question, Gen. Andrews 


says, that in yiew.of the enormous re- 
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sponsibility placed on the individual Fed- 
eral administrators under the present 
system, it is difficult to get the best men 
for $5,000 or $6,000 a year. On the 
other hand, highly trained army and 
navy officers are retired in the prime of 
life, but too late to enter business careers 
in many instances. The only objection 
that has been urged against the proposal 
is that it would leave fewer places for the 
politicians to fill. 

Gen. Andrews himself is a retired offi- 
He demonstrated that army 
men are capable of giving excellent serv- 
ice in other fields than the army. He 
has experimented with retired officers in 
prohibition enforcement in several places, 
notably in New York, where the officers 
occupying key positions have shown 
themselves competent to render the best 
possible service. There are many army 
and navy officers on the retired list who 
would doubtless be willing to serve as 
enforcement officers, and if, as Gen. 
Andrews believes, and experience so far 
has proved, the employment of such men 
would increase the efficiency of prohibi- 
tion enforcement, Congress would do well 
to see that the bill now before the Senate 


is passed before adjournment.

THE EMBARGO. 

The present tariff law, and nearly all 
tariff laws from the beginning, have 
assessed what are called ad valorem 
duties on the foreign or invoice value. 
In order to prevent undervaluations and 
fraud upon the customs officials and the 
Treasury, the present law _ requires

proof of the foreign cost of production. 
In order to obtain this proof the law

tives of the State Department to go into 
foreign institutions to obtain the facts 
as to foreign cost of production, and com- 
pare it with the invoice value as stated 
by the foreign manufacturer or importer, 
In case a foreign manufacturer refuses 
to permit the American agent to ascer- 
tain the cost of production, the law per- 
mits the Secretary of the Treasury to 
set up an embargo against such foreign 
commodities; that is, to refuse them ad- 
mission into the United States. 

This information has been refused in 
instances, and the State Department, it 
is said, has lifted the embargo against a 
Paris concern on the ground that the > 
plan is unworkable and objectionable. It 
may be that this is a beginning of a dis- 
regard of the terms of the present law.

To the Editor of The Post——sSir: 
To those familiar with the now 
famous Tacna-Arica dispute and 
who know the undarbying conditions 
that led up to it and have some 
acquaintance with the crafty meth- 
ods of South American politicians, 
there is no surprise in the news 
from Santiago, Chile, appearing in 
last week’s newspapers, to the ef- 
fect that Chile has decided to dynu- 
mite the plan she was supposed to 
have favored, and the scheme she 
and Peru made, to submit to arbi- 
tration that age-long dispute, and 
ask the good offices of President 
Coolidge as the arbitrator. 


Those who have watched the dif- 
ferent phases of this question 
know that Chile, when she entered 
into such an agreement with Presi- 
dent Coolidge and our State De- 
partment, considered that there was 
only one side to the question, and 
that she had everything to gain 
and nothing to lose. To her, it was

Another battle cry of liberty in- 
cidental to the 150th anniversary 
of American independence is being | 
broadcast throughout the land not | 
only by women suffrage organiza- 
tions but by all bodies of women | 
who believe that every one should | 
exercise their right to vote so that | 
in truth the government may de-| 
rive its just powers from the con-| 
sent of the governed. 

While the women of the days of | 
the Declaration of American Inde- 
pendence could not vote there is 
no doubt that they rose, while it | 
was still dark, like the woman de- 
scribed in the book of Proverbs, to 
prepare food for the men of the) 
family in order that they could 
start out to register their individual | 
choice on election days. 

These women organizations to- 
day are calling attention to the fact 
that in spite of the enfranchise- | 
ment of women that this 160th an- | 
niversary of the celebration of the | 
civil rights of our citizens finds a | 
nation prospering but an electorate 
declining through mere apathy. | 
This is true in spite of the efforts 
of all the political parties to get, 
their followers to the polls to cast | 
their ballots. 

At the centennial celebration 50 | 
vears ago 81 per cent of the quali- | 
fied voters cast their ballots, today, | 
although the women have increased | 
the voting strength of the body | 
politic by 50 per cent at least, only | 
51 per cent of those having the 
right to vote do so. 

One of the most interesting. ex- 
hibits at the sesquicentennial ex- 
hibit in Philadelphia is the house 
on the famous High street where| 
the National League of Women, 
Voters has arranged a _ practical | 
demonstration of the manner in| 
which Americans citizens of today | 
regard thefr responsibilities as 
voting citizens. This exhibit points | 
out what 100 citizens do on election | 
day. Fifty-one of them take an in-| 
terest in the election; and the other | 
49 are depicted as election slackers, | 
who prefer golf, picnics, the movies | 
and other diversions to that of, 
exercising their rightful voice in the 
conduct of government. 

‘“‘All work and no play will make’! 
Jack and Jill dull;” “Satan finds 
some mischief for idle hands to} 
do.’" These wise old maxims point-| 
ing in opposite directions are good | 
demonstrations of the problems of| 
the child welfare and educational 
agencies in the summer time. 

While the power behind the 
throne——Young America in the 
household—nhave “thumbs down’’| 
on the suggestion of all the year| 
around schools until 5 o’clock with | 
no home work, the children, the 
parents and the teachers and the 
school authorities realize that there 
is much room for improvement in 
the opportunities for recreation 
afforded by the curriculum of the 
Washington schools. 

In order. to follow out this cur- 
Triculum and keep up with their 
classes many children returning 
from 9 to sessions in the 
school] rooms, have to study in the 
afternoon and many of them pore 
over their books until 10 and I1 
o'clock making it impossible to fol- 
low out the advice ‘“‘Early to bed; 
and early to rise makes a man 
healthy, wealthy and wise.’’

Well, the theater is highly commercialized—especially the motion 
picture end of the business--and becoming more so every day: but with 
all its flow of wealth and wages it has yet to lose its heart. At times 
the head might appear weak; bui the old heart paipitates right aleng, 
and bleeds, too, far suffering humanitvy—when humanity actually suffers,

PRR BRRABPBREO ERROR RRA REPRE ARE ee 


in Appropriating $10,000,000 tor 


Acquisition of Government Buildings Abroad Means 


Better Quarters for American Ambassadors 
Comparing 


and Consuls. 


JOHN LEO COONTZ. 
NOTHER great forward step 
has been taken by the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
in the matter of its foreign 
service with the signature by 
the President of a bill ap- 
propriating $10,000,000 “for the acqui- 
sition of American government build- 
ings and embassy, legation and consular 
buildings’ throughout the world. 

The passage of the bill follows—it 1s 
a corollary of also—the Rodgers act of 
1924, whereby the personnel of the for- 
elgn service was reorganized. The two 
in conjunction dignify the foreign serv- 
ice as it has not been dignified since its 
beginning. 

Under the bill the fourteen separate 
agencies of the government in Paris 
will be brought together, those of Lon- 
don and Berlin similarily consolidated. 
There will be built, also, a legation for 
the American Minister in Albania and 
the young consular officer at Canton. 
China, will no Jonger have to live above 
a Chinese garage. Throughout South 
America suitable buildings, appropriate 
to the climate, will be built to house 
American representatives. 

The incentive behind the amalgama- 
tion 1s the steady growth of the foreign 
service made imperative by the increas- 
ing importance of American interests 
abroad, the growth of governmenta! 
agencies, and the extraordinary ad- 
vance of rentals throughout the world. 

The spread of American interests 
abroad during the last twenty years has 
been great. The period has been one 
of greatest industrial and manufactur- 
ing growth throughout the world with 
special reference to the United States 
One single item will illustrate this 
point—the automobile. The automo- 
bile was a real infant industry in 1905. 

In the matter of dollars and cents a 
study of the foreign trade tables for 
1905 as compared with 1925 is illumi- 
nating. In dollars and cents the foreign 
trade of the United States for the ear- 
lier date amounted to $2,800,000,000- 
looked upon as no mean figure at that 
time. For the vear 1925 it was $9.- 
250,000,000, an increase of something 
like three and one-half times the amount 
of 1905. 

* - * * 

HE greatest foreign 

trade for the years cited is found 
subsequent to the great war. For in 
stance, American exports to Argentina 
for 1925 amounted to $148,800,000, an 
increase of 215 per cent over the aver- 
age for the years 1910-14. American 
exports to aie wh showed an increase of 
178 per cent for the same years. Ex- 
ports to China rar the year 1925, show- 
ed the grand increase of 333 per cent 
over the 1910-14 average. Great Brit- 
ain showed an increase of 82 per cent 
in comparison for the same years; 
France, 102 per cent; Italy, 211 per 
cent, and so on down the line, little 
Switzerland showing the enormous in- 
crease in American goods bought of 969 
per cent over the 1910-14 average. 

The natural corollary of this increase 
of American business Interests abroad, 
in so far as the government is concern- 
ed, is an increase in the personnel of 
the foreign service and consular agen- 
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cles and activities. The: 
ing the seas the more likely questions 0! 
unfair treatment at ports. The more 
investments abroad the more likely dif- 
ferences and discriminations concern- 
ing them, because of the number. And 
so on: business begets business. 

How this business growth is reflected 
in the foreign service may be gathered 
following figures as revealed by State 
Department officials. - Exclusive of in- 
terallied debts American capital invest- 
ed abroad for the year 1925 is esti- 
mated at more than $10,000,000. For 
the vear 1924 some 26,000 American 
vessels with a tonnage of some 11,000.- 
000, were operating under the American 
flag. During that same vear some 170.,- 
000 passports were issued to Americans 
to travel abroad—an increase of 30,000 
over the vear before. The number of 
services performed by the consular of- 
ficers increased 779.995 units for the 
vear. 

Naturally. with this increased per- 
sonnel and services rendered came 1n- 
creased space for consular and other 
government buildings. and with this, a 
larger rental bill. Nor does this take 
into consideration the advance in rent- 
als occasioned by the war. 

Figures show that the total expend). 
tures for rent in the foreign service 
(diplomatic and consular) for the year 
1914, under the State Department, to 
be $236,519.18. The same bill for 1925 
was $421.527.25,. an increase of | approxi- 
mately 80 per cent. The outlay repre 
sents an interest rate on nearly $11. 
000,000 at 4 per cent. And it is pointed 
out that the government has not any- 
thing to show after the amount is paid 
out above a rent receipt! 

Another incentive to amalgamation 
has been the breakdown of the leasing 
system by which the gove rnment ob- 
tained sang fad in foreign countries. 
The policy has been for the “government 
representative to obtain a iease and for- 
ward it home for approval. But under 
a recent ruling of the accounting officers 
of the government it has been required 
that in every lease there be inserted a 
specific proviso that payment of the 
terms of the lease are limited to one 
vear. This, foreign officers have point- 
ed out, has made it almost impossible 
for them to obtain suitable quarters. 
The foreign landlord only knows what 
has been nominated in the bond. He i: 
not interested in year to year appropr! 
ations by Congress. As a consequence, 
the lease falls by the wayside. 

At present in the city of Paris the 
United States has some fourteen sepa- 
rate agencies housed in some eight 
nlaces. In London the government has 
some ten agencies housed in six places: 
in Berlin there is a smaller number of 
agencies housed separately. To bring 
these various agencies in these separate 
cities together is one of the chief ob- 
jects of the building bill.

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] T is pointed out by department offi 
cials that a much smoother admin- 
istration of foreign affairs can be ef- 
fected by having under one roof these 
various agencies. It would result in 
economy from the standpoint of rents, 
heat, light, messenger service, interde- 
partmental correspondence, telephone

ferences and result in efficiency of ad- 
ministration through closer contacts. 

At present. in Paris, it takes the serv- 

of a taxicab driver and an inter- 
preter to visit the different government 
agencies. The element of time involved 
is about one day. In London the con- 
dition is doubtfully better. 

But to get the true import of the bill 

IS necessary to approach it from a 
world angle. There are in the world 
some 60-odd independent nations that 
control their own foreign affairs. Diplo- 
matic relations are maintained with 5] 
of these by the United States. At the 
capital of each it is represented by an 
ambassador. minister. minister resi- 
dent or charge d'affaires. 

The United States government owns 
embassy buildings at the capitals of 
fourteen of these nations. They are: 
tio de Janiero (Brazil), Santiago 
(Chile), Peking (China). San Jose 
(Costa Rica). Havana (Cuba), Prague 
(Czechoslovakia), Paris (France), Lon- 
don (England), Tangiers (Morocco). 
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This is the government-owned American legation at Prague, Czechoslovakia, acquired last vear.

tals of the first nations of the world 
down to messengers and guards there 
most remote outposts. These 
men are the service. It is their health 
and welfare that must be looked after 
and not only theirs but that of their 
wives and children as well. The human 
side is the personal side of the service 
that can not be overlooked. 

Health conditions throughout’ the 
world are dissimilar; standards of liv- 
ing are dissimilar; standards of hous- 
ing are dissimilar. Perhaps nowhere 
are these variant conditions more no- 
ticeable, from the standpoint of West- 
ern ideals of civilization, then in the 
Far East. In China, for example, the 
houses are unheated. Their floors con- 
sist of bricks laid upon the ground. 
They are without sanitary arrange- 
ments of ‘any kind whatsoever, and 
their kitchen arrangements are not such 
as lend them to the cooking of foods 
after the Western manner. The houses 
are low; the floors are matted. The 
Oriental sits and sleeps on the floor, 
and there is an utter absence of bath- 
ing and heating facilities. 

A typical example of living and hous- 
ing conditions in China is the residence 
of the American consulate general at 
Canton, China. The building, rented 
from a Hindu, is a three-story, narrow 
building. On the first floor the con- 
sulate general has his office; on the 
floors above he resides. The building 
is heated by open fireplaces only. There 
is no running water. All water for 
family use by the consular officer is car- 
ried up three flights of stairs by coolies 
and poured into a spacious tub from 
which it is withdrawn as needed. 

Insanitary conditions prevail also 
outside of the Far East. The Ameri- 
can legation in Albania is housed in a 
mud brick building; the roof is leaky 
and insects infest the place. Wind, 
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heat, cold, dust and rain take turns in 
going through the apartments. There 
are no toilet facilities of any kind. The 
Minister and his family are compelled 
to get their drinking water from a com- 
mon well used by the lower class of Al- 
banians. 
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A‘ Athens, Greece, the American 
Minister found it necessary, re- 
cently, to give up his house and repair 
to a hotel. Insufficient water supply 
was the cause. The Minister received 
his daily from a tank wagon. 

Such living conditions as these—con- 
ditions that menace health—are bound 
in time, in the opinion of State Depart 
ment officials, to menace the morale of 
the foreign service in this quarter of the 
world. 

The need of the change that. has been 
authorized by Congress is further ap- 
parent when it is considered that at the 
four following capitals, London, Paris. 
Berlin and Buenos Aires, the salary of 
the Ambassador — $17,500 each — is 
scarcely more than enough to pay rent- 
als. Until the Morgan house was pre 
sented to the government in London for 
ambassadorial use it cost the American 
representative there something like 
$15,000 per year to cotain a suitable em- 
bassy building. The same was true of 
Paris until Ambassador Herrick pur- 
chased the embessy there for his gov- 
ernment. In Berlin the rent of the am- 
bassadorial residence—which includes 
offices—has been raised recently to a 
figure between $20,000 and $25,000. The 
Minister to The Hague must pay out 
$6,000 of his $12,000 salary for a place 
in which to live. 

Because of these charges it is well 
known that only men of large private 
means can hold these posts. Further 
no provision is made for the social life 
incident to such important residence 
and if the Ambassador’s country is to 
remain in good social grace in his ap- 
pointed station he must dig into his own 
funds for entertainment. At London 
alone an Ambassador spends something 
like $50,000 a year out of his own pocket 
to keep his native land in social good 
grace. In contrast to this foreign serv- 
ice policy of the United States there is 
Great Britain which supplies its Am- 
bassador at Washington with a fur- 
nished and well-appointed residence, a 
salary and representation allowances 
aggregating $90,000 per year! 

The following excerpt from a letter 
to President Wilson in 1914 written 
from London by Walter Hines Page, 
the then United States Ambassador to 
Great Britain, affords an interesting 
commentary upon the foreign service 
and the salaries of Ambassadors to the 
first courts of Europe and to other great 
powers: 

* + . + 
URING the last fifteen or twenty 
years living conditions (and the 


duties laid on tlfe American Ambassa- 
dor) have greatly changed. In Low- 
ell’s day under Queen Victoria’s simple 
reign, a man could live and do his duty 
on $20,000 to $25,000 a year. But even 
then Lowell went home poor, and 
Phelps, I have heard, had a hard time, 
too. Hay was a rich man. Choate (so 
I have heard since I came here) spent 
at least $65,000 a year. Henry James, 
who often comes to my house, the other 
day told an American lady—in a com- 
plimentary way to me—that I was “do- 
ing—er the task—er just—just right” 
—in one of his endless sentences. Not 
a man in any big capital in Europe, as 
our Ambassador, gets off, I hear, with 
less than $60,000, and I suspect that 
every one spends more. 
bassador in London (again excepting 
the Turk, who doesn’t count) gets off 
with $50,000 if his house rent were 
reckoned in. We had as well say, then, 
that the American Ambassador here—— 
necessarily the most costly of all the 
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diplomatic posts—se long as he has to 


rent and all his official 
bills, must have at least 
$50,000, if he do his task creditably. 

“There has been a curious reversion 
from a fair start. Isn't it true that Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin, in France, re- 
ceived $17,000 a year—a great deal 
more than $17,000 a vear now—a grant 
for official entertaining and a coach and 
pair? ‘That was before the day of the 
backwoods congressmen and the pro- 
fessional Irish politician. And to give 
the Ambassador here and in Mexico the 
same salary is a ridiculous absurdity 
No other government does such a thing. 

‘“T have varying moods As | write 
this, | feel as I felt last Sunday when | 
wrote out my .resignation—that’s the 
wisest way out of the difficulty: give 
it up and tell the public the whole truth, 
that we can have only rich men for Am- 
bassadors—swallow my\ forget it, 
and go back to my work and earn my 
living. Then | have another mood— 
that it is exceedingly unfortunate to 
change Ambassadors so often, that | 
owe it to you to make every even des- 
perate effort not to have to give up for 
sheer financial Moreover, | 
believe, at least in my vainer moments, 
that I have now made such an adjust- 
ment of myself to this task as to war- 
rant the hope of doing it with some cred- 
it the next two or three years, | have 
made most of the inevitable mistakes 
and outlived them, and I have made the 
acquaintance of the people. 

“We have gone on in this shabby fash- 
ion so long that perhaps no conceivable 
Congress can be made to understand 
what an embassy iIs—or ought to be— 
we have gone on continually lowering 
our standing in- English eyes at least; 
and this is one reason why our govern- 
ment is held in contempt here, cordially 
as they regard our people and our na- 
tion,” 

The change of policy of the United 
States government in the matter of its 
foreign service which has led up to the 
present bill has been gradual since 1905. 
In that year the consular branch of the 
foreign service was taken out of the 
political field and reclassified. All per- 
quisites were abolished and specific sal- 
aries provided for each service. The 
service was later placed by the Presi- 
dent on a civil service basis. 

In 1915 Congress went further still 
and reclassified both the consular and 
diplomatic service below the grade of 
minister and provided for appointment 
to class and not to place. In 1924 the 
greatest step of all was taken. The 
Rodgers act was passed in this year by 
which the entire service below the grade 
of minister was placed on a merit basis 
with a common salary scale, the recog- 
nition of the civil service principle as ° 
applicable to the service and retirement 
at the age of 65 on an annuity created 
by contributions of 5.per cent of the 
salaries of members of the service. 

For the erection of government build- } 
ings, legations and embassies abroad 
Congress in 1911 passed the Lowden 
act. The maximum cost in any one: 
place for buildings under this act was ' 
not to exceed $150,000 and the maxi- , 
mum aggregate expenditures in all 
places in one year was not to exceed 
$500,000. It has been by the applica- 
tion of this act that the government has 
acquired in the fourteen countries its 
buildings. In the case of Paris, how-_ 
ever, there was an additional appropri-. 
ation as the cost of the embassy there 
was beyond moneys prescribed in the 
Lowden act. Mention has not been 
made of Tokyo, where after the earth- 
quake the government ordered built an _ 
embassy by a special act at a cost not 
to exceed $1,250,000.

Argentine Ants a Problem 


J 


‘The control of Argentine ants has been a 
problem for the iast fifteen years. This pest 
first made its appearance in the United States 
bv way of New Orleans, presumably from Bra- 
vil. The United States Department of Agri- 
culture succeeded in developing a _ satisfac- 
tory poison food for arts, known as the gov- 
ernment formula. A glass container with 
aluminum top proved the best equipment and 
careful tests proved that the Argentine ant 
could be eradivated to a degree of 98 per 
cent. 

“The California State department of agri- 
culture, being greatly interested in the con- 
trol of Argentine ants on account of the many 
calls for assistance, was very much interested 
in the wide distribution of a material known 
to be effective. After the demonstrations 
with the glass containers the department felt 
confident in recommending such materials 
and equipment, and was greatly interested in 
a law that would permit the sale of such ma- 
terials through general dealers. It wes found 
that the supply companies, hardware stores 
and seed stores were the normal channels of 
distribution, for people were continually buy- 


{nz their plants, seeds and other garden in- 
gecticides through them, and after a care- 


ful survey found that the so-called govern- 
ment formula did not contain a degree of 
poison that would be destructive to human 
life. had the law amended to permit tne sale 
of ant syrups tarqugh: these channels.’ 


F ilipino Aiaiee: 


George A. Fairchild, publisher of the Manila 
Times, tells this story:

ORIGIN OF “HASH MARKS” 


a 


By ARTHUR WOODWARD. 

There are many of us who remember the 
G. O. of the War Department which was 
issued in the late summer or early fall of 
1918 relevant to the placing of silver and 
gold chevrons upon the left sleeve of the 
uniform and overcoats. There were thou- 
sands of discontented grousers, who sewed 
the silver chevrons of the ‘‘stay at home” 
chevrons, one for each six months of service, 
upon their sleeves and many more thousands 
of the jubilant ‘‘veterans’’ of France, who 
sewed gold service stripes upon their arms. 

However, I dare say there are few who 
know. of the origin of those stripes, even 
among the old-timers who have their blouse 
sleeves covered from shoulder to wrist with 
the ‘‘hash marks.”’ 

Gen. George Washington himself issued 
the first order for privates and noncoms to 
place service-stripes upon their, left sleeves. 

In the month of August, the 7th of that 
month, to be exact, in the year 1782, while 
the army lay at Newburgh, on the rndson, 
the following order was issued: 

“Honorary badges of distinction are to 
be conferred on the veteran noncommis- 


sioned officers and soldiers of the army who

How Weather 


Affects Phone 


Ways in which telephome service is affected 


by weather conditions are described in Th: 
Transmitter (Baltimore) by Fred T. Iddings 
Mr. Iddings reminds us that when the wires 
are loaded with sleet or we¢ snow and miles 
of poles are town down, the effect of ‘‘uncon 
genial weather’ on the service is manifest 
He goes oun: 

“There are, however, 
the weather affects the telephone service 
which, while not so obvious, are known to 
the inner circle of those whose duty it is to 
keep the service going. Among these may 
be noted the rainfall which destroys the in 
sulation of aerial and block cables by pass 
ing through the lead armor wherever there 
is a crack or a bullet hole. 

“The rain water also bears down and 
makes more conducting all tree limbs which 
closely overhang the aerial wires, causing 
leaks or grounds which interfere with sig- 
naling and cause noise on the circuits by 
mestroying the balance necessary to quiet 
lines. 

“Nain, beating in through windows acci- 
dentally left open, and carelessly placed wet 
umbrellas are the cause of many wet tele- 
Phone cords interrupting service. 

“Humidity of the air in warm weather 
affects the insulation of cross-connecting 
wires and tipping cables in the central office 
to such a degree that it is sometimes neces- 
sary to distribute electric lamps to drive out 
the moisture. ‘Sometimes it has been 'neces- 
gary to start the furnace fires in midsummer. 
making the hot rooms stil] hotter, in order to 
maintain service. 

“When there is a warm, damp spel! fol- 
lowing a cold snap, the faces of the cable 
terminals in alleys and back yards sometimes 
collect so much condensed moisture that it 
fs necessary to send out men to heat the 


other ways in which 


| terminals and restore service.”’ 


The ways in which lightning causes inter- 
ruptions of service are many and familiar. 


' * Mr. Iddings tells us that cases where a direct 


cable or an open 
rather rare, but inductive ef- 
more common. He says: 

““When a cloud which overhangs a cable dis- 
charges to another cloud, there is a violent 
redistribution of the accompanying electrical 
charges in the earth. These redistributions 
give rise to large currents and high voltages 
in conductors which connect the charged 
areas with other parts of the earth. Cable 
pairs and subscribers’ apparatus may be dam- 
uged or protective devices be operated and 
service made impossible. 

“The violent electrical disturbances which 
accompany displays of northern light or au- 
rora borealis are the cause of serious inter- 
ruptions. During one display the difference 
ot potential between the earth at Plaza cen- 
tral office, Baltimore, and at Frederick, Md., 
reached more than 300 volts. The protective 
gevices at both places were twice opérated 
during the day, each time completely cutting 
off all service. 

“Changes in temperature are responsible 
for many cases of line trouble. When the 
temperature is high ir summer, the wires 
lengthen and make it necessary to pull them 
up and cut out slack, so that the wires will 
not swing together and become crossed. Later. 
when a very ‘sudden cold snap comes, the 
contraction of the already tightly stretched 
wires causes some of them to break and fall 
down or, what is worse, to break at an in- 
sulator and not fall. When the break occurs 
at an insulator, the tie wire may hold and the 
result be two very bad hand joints, one on 
each side of the insulator. 

“These faults are variable loose connec- 
tions and are very difficult to find and most 
irritating to any subscriber who tries to get 
service over the line.

The rajah had planned having as his aid 
de camp on the European expedition a cer- 
tain close personal friend, but this man found 
himself unable to leave India almost at the 
Jast moment. .In the emergency Ali Beg was 
called upon and obtained the sanction of the 
nyzam to leave Hyderabad on a furlough. He 
joined the rajah’s party two days before we 
sailed out of Bombay. on the Loyalty. 

Ali Beg was a strange and menacing com- 
bination of Oriental cunning and Western 
education. He had the gift of ingratiating 
himself wherever he went and he immediately 
laid himself out to obtain an ascendant in- 
fluence over his new chief igre flattery 
and other means. In this he succeeded very 
well for a time. 

I will not pretend to any friendship for Ali 
Beg, for I blame him for much of what tran- 
spired in the way-of trouble.

As time went on he became al- 
most an inseparable companion of the rajah, 
and never. missed an opportunity to urge him 
to run counter to my advice.

possession as mementos of the strange case

AMAZONS IN 


THE MAKING 


By Leonard Williams, M. D. 

The genus homo represents a fearful and 
wonderful piece of mechanism. I use the word 
“fearful” in its true sense. If we were to 
approach the problems presented by that 
mechanism with more of awe and reverence, 
and less of levity and cocksurety, we should 
make fewer mistakes than we now do. 

Here is an example. We are now on the 
crest of a wave of unbridled enthusiasm for 
the physical development of girls and young 
women. The enthusiasm is well enough, but 
the absence of the bridle is not only stupid, 
but exceedingly dangerous. We seem to be 
acting ov the light and airy cocksurety that 
when you develop muscle, you develop muscle 
and nothing but muscle; and so in order to 
urge the pendulum as far as possible away 
from Victorian crinolines and vapors, respon- 
sible enthusfasts are teaching girls to play 
boys’ games, to develop boys’ muscles, and to 
wear boys’ clothes. 

™"ta ynderlying notion seems to be that 
what is sauce for the gander is sauce for the 
goose, and that a scheme of development 
which has produced excellent physical results 
in boys is calculated to produce similar results 
in girls. The only possible sanction for such 
an idea would be that the goose and the 
gander are physically and mentally identical: 
which they are not. 

In the essential physiological make-up of 
every girl there are certain male elements; 
just as there are certain female elements in 
the make-up of every boy. By education and 
environment it is possible to develop and 
encourage in a member of either sex the ele- 
ments which are alien to that sex, to manu- 
facture, as it were, a mannish girl or an 
effeminate boy. This is admittedly a very 
unwise thing to do. In either case it means 
# person who does not ring true to the 
characteristic of his or her own sex, a mem- 
ber of the so-called third sex, who is in- 
capable of adapting itself to ordinary social 
usages and exigencies. And as every one now 
knows, failure of adaptation is so devastating 
a thing as often to lead either to the prison

So that in cultivating a person’s combative 
muscles you™are cultivating the combative 
instinct in every fiber of that person's being. 
Moreover, it is the combative instinct of the 
mate, the physically aggressive instinct, whieh 
tends to put every question to the instant 
test of the strong right arm, and there results 
in extreme cases the caveman or the Prus- 
slan, or whatever you may please to call him. 

If you now apply these principles to hun- 
dreds of young girls in their teens, and ask 
yourself what sort of creatures you are going 
to manufacture by cultivating their combative 
muscles, there ought to be no difficulty in 
finding an answer. You have only to look 
around to realize that in certain classes, the 
affluent classes, who can afford to send their 
girls to up-to-date schools, the Amazons are 
already in a majority. And if you will ob- 
serve and scrutinize an udult specimen of 
these latter-day Amazons and hearken while 
she talks, you will mot be edified. Her manly 
stride, her curveless figure, her deep contralto 
voice, are stiH singularly conspicuous. . She 
has all the vices of young men; she is positive 
and assertive, and talks shop. She drinks, 
she smokes, she swears, and takes no shame 
from the hair on her upper lip. And this, 
believe me, is the result of bringing up girls 
as though they were boys. It almost makes 
one sigh for the return of the crinoline; sim- 
pers, bread-and-butter, vapors and all. 

It must not be imagiped from the above 
that I am against outdoor exerejse for girls; 
for that is very far from the case. I belleve in 
the virtues of the open air and in the value 
of exercise, with a fervent faith; but I believe, 
with a faith even more fervent, ip the laws 
of physiology and sex-heredity.

when the air pressure is increasing, there is 
a tendency for air to go into vacant spaces 
between the insulated conductors in the 
cables. If there is a hole in the lead armor, 
be it ever so minute, and water is present, 
the air pressure will force tlhe water into the 
cable and destroy the insulation. In one of 
our suburban districts there was a small hole 
in the armor of a cable on the under side 
where the cable dropped sharply down an 
incline. The water which entered this hole 
soaked the cable pairs for 40 feet, necessitat- 
ing the cutting in of a new section of cable. 
When the barometer is falling, the air inside 
of the cable armor tends to come out and if 
the holes are small no water will enter. 

“Much more obscure but probably potent 
for service interference is the psychological 
effect of the weathér upon the subscribers 
and employes. Little misunderstandings and 
mistakes which happen in spite of all pre- 
cautions under a particular set of weather 
conditions will be passed over without notice, 
while under less favorable conditions they 
will cause friction and delay. 

“We humans are ajl more or less ‘under 
the weather,’ i. e., psychologically influenced 
by the changes in the weather division of our 
environment,”

The Origin of the Potato. 


The potato is a native of elevated districts 
of tropical and subtropjcal America.

A human, sent to a hospital, knows he is 
sent there for his own good, and that every- 
thing possible is being done to get him. wel! 
enough to go back home. But a dog has no 
way of knowing this. All he knows is that 
he is cast adrift in a new and perhaps hostile 


world when he is at his weakest and sickest. 

Small wonder that so many highly strung 
dogs lose what chance of recovery they might 
have had, and that so many of them die, 
heartbroken, in such places. I am not belit- 
tling in any way the brilliant skill and wise 
care of the average veterinary, norf the way 
his hospital is run. But when it is possible 
to keep a #ick dog at home and have him 
tended there by the veterinary I think his 
chances of recovery are often stronger than 
they would be at the very best hospital. Per- 
haps I am wrong. 

Towser: was carried out to a closed car 
(he was too weak to walk) and was taken 
to the hospital] at Woburn. There he was 
left. Remember he was taken there in a 
clésed car, and that he had never been to 
Woburn. He did not even know his way 
around his own home town of Winchester, 
except for a block or,two from his master’s 
house.

Yet he made 
the journey from Woburn to Winchester, 
creeping and hobbling along as best he could. 


Thence he passed through the entire business 
section of Winchester and out to the resi- 
dence district to his own home. 

Hiow he did it—-physically as well as men- 
tally—is a mystery. It was all new ground 
to him, and his strength was sapped by long 
illness. But there he was, safe at his own 
dear home again, at the feet of his master. 

There was no question of sending him back 
to the hospital.

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Nature's Wonder Growth. 

This is the month in which all male mem 
bers of the deer family are very much in re 
tirement. They have sought secluded places 
where they may be reasonably free from 
disturbance. It is well, for they are the sub- 
iects for what seems to me one of the most 
remarkable things that Old Mother Nature 
does On each head she is growing the 
weapons for the autumn conquests. The 
growth of a plant is always a marvelous 
thing, but we are’so accustomed to seeing 
the plant spring up from the tiny seed, mature 
and bear fruit within a single season that 
the wonder of it seldom impresses us. But 
the antlers of a deer-——hard, bony, utterly 
foreign to our conception of a thing which 
has grown with the rapidity of. an annual 
plant—-are, to my way of thinking, among 
the marvels of nature. € 

Our common white-tailed buck, 
elk, the lordly bull moose 
ble, retiring and timid in this leafy month 
of June. From the head of each, like hot- 
house plants under forced growth, are spring- 
ing up tender, somewhat spongy growths 
which day by day are taking on the shape of 
the mighty weapons of October. They are 
full of blood vessels; they are covered with 
a skin which in turn has minute hairs, so 
that it looks much like velvet. and the antlers 
are said to be in the velvet stage. 

They are tender, easily injured, and the 
animal must of necessity feel the drain on 
its strength, for the growth is so rapid as to 
be almost mushroom-like. 

It is said that the antlers of an elk will at 
this season grow at the rate of a third of an 
inch or more a day. ‘This is easy to believe 
when one considers that.the huge antlers of 
a bull elk, or a bull moose, are replaced in 
four months. When one looks at the mas- 
sive antlers of the moose and the almost 
tree-like antlers of the elk it is not to be 
wondered at that those unfamiliar with the 
facts refuse to believe that these massive 
weapons are a matter of forced growth like a 
hothouse plant.

The Persistent Weasel. 


Whatever may be said against the weasel-— 
and plenty can be said—he has one trait to 
his credit, and this 1s persistency. It is this 
trait which makes of it such a deadly foe to 
the smaller animals and to ground birds. 
Here is a story which came to me from James 
B. McLeod, who lives in the Nova Scotia wil- 
derness. Says he: ‘Last September while sit- 
ting on the shore of a lake, my attention 
Out of 
the underbrush came a fully grown snowshoe 
rabbit, plainly in terror. He jumped into the 
lake, swam Out some fifteen feet and then 
lay quiet, the head out straight and the ears 
lying back along the neck. In my many years 
in the woods this was the first time I had 
seen a rabbit take to the water, and I won- 
dered at it. I did not have long to wait for 
an explanation. Down came a weasel on the 
rabbit’s track. At the water’s edge he raised 
his head and sniffed and then quartered back 
and forth along the shore for about ten feet, 
much as a dog will quarter when the scent 
has been lost. Finding nothing, the little 
animal took the back trail. In about five 
minutes the rabbit swam ashore, shock him- 
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self and hopped off up the hill. Hardly wa 
he out of sight when the weasel reappeared 
picked up the trail and away he went.”’ 

The snowshoe rabbit is not a rabbit, but 
a hare-—the varying hare. Blessed with long 
legs and great speed, it can easily outrun 
such a short-legged little fellow as a weasel 
the weasel is persistent. Ile takes his 
time and hangs to it; and frequently the 
hare falls a victim. Both hares and rabbits 
will take to water occasionally. Our cotton 
tail rabbit will once in a while take to water 
when driven to it and occasionally will volun 
tarily swim. 

A Grim Battle in the Wilderness. 

In his own element, the water, Paddy tlie 
Beaver has little to fear. On land his ene 
mies are numerous. He is slow of movement, 
somewhat clumsy, and he easily falls victim 
to the attack of the bear, wolf, coyote and 
lynx. But, in the water he is safe from all 
these. There is but one of the wilderness 
folk who dares meet him in that element, 
This is the otter. It has been reported from 
time to'time that otter and beaver occasion. 
ally have long bittg@r battles: Few woodsmen, 
even those who spend their lives in the woods, 
have been privileged to witness these battles 
between these famous fur bearers. Mr. Mc- 
Leod, whom.I have already quoted, witnessed 
one of these grim struggles a few months 
since. 

“This past winter there was a beaver house 
about half a mile from our cabins,’’ says Mr 
McLeod. ‘‘Several times I noticed an otter 
in the locality. One day in January I hap- 
pened to be passing near the beaver house 
when I witnessed a battle between a large 
beaver and a very large otter. It lasted three 
hours. Being unable to get to them, I was 
forced to look on without interfering. Much 
of the time they were under ice. Finally, 
the otter dragged the beaveg out on the ice 
-—dead. A week later another beaver lay on 
the ice a short distance away. This had been 
killed in a similar manner. Apyparently the 
otter took possession of the honse, and he 
spent considerable time there.”’ :

In these days of automobiles and airplanes 
and speedboats and radio and general speed 
ing up of life, It is worth while to sit down 
and contemplate the snail. Nothing hurries 
him, nothing worries him. It is immaterial! 
to him whether the surface on which he finds 
himself: be horizontal or perpendicular. He 
goes up a perpendicular surface with appar 
ently as much ease and at about the same 
rate of speed, orglack of it, at which he 
travels on the horizontal plane. He does not 
even mind if he finds himself head down, ,so 
to speak. He has but one foot, but that ona 
foot is all sufficient. Of course, it is not a 
foot in the accepted meaning of the term, 
This so-called foot is really the entire lower 
side of the body with flanges along the sides. 
These secrete an adhesive substance and the 
smoother the surface the better the snail can 
cling. However, he can let go at will. 

Perhaps you have noticed what appear like 
four little horns, two being much longer 
than the others. They are not horns, but are’ 
far more useful than any horns could be. The 
upper pair are eye-stalks, there being an eye 
inthe tipof each. It is a handy arrangement. 
The eye can be withdrawn, together with the 
slalk. Kither one can be put forth and used 
independently of the other. In short, Mr. 
Snail can look around a corner without ex- 
posing himself. The other pair of horn-l{ke 
appendages ‘are feelers. Truly, even so com

The work of erecting the side building to 
restore Kenmore to its original aspect has 
begun. The old foundation on which origi 
ally stood the kitchen and the “office” 
Fielding Lewis’ mansion have been unearthed

and ‘Thursday the contractor, 
Stearns, started the new work. 

‘It will be remembered that at the Kenmore 
National association meeting it was decid- 
ed to begin a 3-year building program for 
Kenmore of $25,000 a year. It was also 
decided that this should be done without em- 
parrassing the financial situalion. of the 
shrine. Immediately, several people volun- 
teered to loan to the association bonds on 
which could be borrowed funds for the im- 
provements and during tlhe meeting over 
$15,000 was secured in this manner. 

With the first work of restoration already 
under way, it will be. but a short time before 
Kenmore will once more assume its colonial 
dress as it was when first built. 

The kitchen, which was situated on the 
north side of the building, is however no 
longer to be a kitchen.

CURING GOLF FAULTS 


After 25 years of teaching others how to 
play, John Dunn concludes that good golf 
rests important fundamentals. 
Nearly all dubs share certain specific faults 
that can be corrected by intelligent practice. 

The fault known as ‘‘waisting”’ is of quite 
common occurrence, This usually comes from 
allowing the head to drop toward the left 
shoulder during a _ stroke. Naturally the 
focus of your eyes upon the ball is entirely 
different from their focus when you addressed 
the ball. Dunn declares that one of the 


basic things of golf that we do not hear 
enough about is the importance of keeping 
the head still. It’s quite as important as the 
familiar ‘‘keep your eye on the ball.’’ A head 
that is inclined toward the shoulder during 
the swing will throw the whole body off bal- 
ance. The head must be held rigidly centered 
at all times from address till the instant of 
impact. 

To hit the ball with the heel of the club 
is one of the most natural of faults, observes 
Dunn, because of the centrifugal force gen- 
erated in your down swing. But it is a fault 
that can be readily cured. He advises going 
to the other extreme and addressing the ball 
with the toe of the club. Furthermore, make 
up your mind that you will hit the ball with 
the toe. Asa result of this thinking process 
you will probably find at the moment of im- 
pact that your mind has compromised on the 
subject and you have hit the ball in the exact 
center. 

‘In case this method fails, place two balls 
on the ground about 4 inches apart and make 


on a few 


up your mind that vou will drive the near 
ball without disturbing the other. After a 
few attempts the far ball won’t bother you. 
This will cure you of heeling.’’ 

As one cure for the universal failing, of 
lopping, Dunn suggests crumpling up a small 
plece of paper and laying this on the ground, 
an inch or so behind the ball. Drive the paper 
and you will hit the ball. <A suggestion of 
somewhat the same nature is offered to the 
man who is not following through propefly 
with his iron shots. He is advised to lay two 
balls on the ground, a few inches apart, both 
of these in the line of flight. Take a maghie 
and send both balls down the course on‘the 
same shot. 

‘*‘A good many golfers raise the right elbow 
as the club travels to the top of the swing,’’ 
continues Dunn. “This fault throws them 
off balance. The right elbow should be kept 
down; not rigid, but nearly so. | sometimes 
poke a handkerchief under the armpit of a 
man who persists in raising the elbow and I 
tell him I want to see the handkerchief still 
there at the finish of the swing. This proves 
quite effective. The left arm should be neither 
rigidly straight nor loosely doubled. Strike. a 
comfortable medium.’’—-From Everybody's 
Magazine for June, :

/PASSING OF THE SHOREHAM HOTEL 
RECALLS MANY FOND MEMORIES

HE furniture and effects of the Shore- 

ham hotel are being sold at auction. 

The closing of the Shoreham at this 

time when the senior senator from 
the State of New York is the storm cente) 
of the wets and drys recalls the fact that 
the builder of that hotel was the center of 
a somewhat similar controversy during the 
Harrison administration. The builder was 
Levi P. Morton, then Vice President of the 
United States. The fact that his hotel con- 
tained a perfectly good bar, over which ex- 
cellent wet goods were passed to the thirsty, 
brought about the head of the Vice Presi 
dent a perfect tornado of criticism. Mr. 
Morton took it all in perfect good nature 
and the manager of the house reaped a har- 
vest of shekels as the result of the free ad- 
vertising. But it was not until there was a 
change of management and the reign of John 
T. Devine began to function that the real 
era of prosperity set in for the Vice Presi- 
dent’s hotel venture. Under Devine the 
Shoreham forged to the front of Washing- 
ton hotels. It attracted the very cream of 
patronage and was selected year after vear 
as the local habitat of the Republican and 
Democratic national committees during their 
quadrennial sessions. Its cuisine was unsur- 
passed and it became the gathering place 
for all sorts of social functions. Dinners and 
after-theater suppers filled its main dining 
room night after night and in the middle 
of the day the ‘“grill’’ of the Shoreham at 
tracted bankers and business men from all 
sections of the city. Incidentally, there never 
was a more popular bar than that of the 
Shoreham. 

The passing of John Devine followed a 
change of ownership of the building with the 
departure of that popular boniface, there was 
soon noticed a great change in the personnel 
of the patrons and subsequently a gradual 
falling off in the patronage generally. Soon 
eth “Vice President’s hotel’ followed in the 
wake of the old Hamilton and the Arling- 
ton. And now it is gone. 

Vice President Morton had a fad. His 
fad- was high-grade cattle. He prided him 
self on his fine dairy herd which was main- 
tained on his estate in the valley of the Hud- 
son. He delighted in acting as personal guide 
to the visitors who flocked to see his cows. 
And after the stables and stalls had been 
duly inspected and admired, the visitor 
would be invited into the dining room of the 
mansion..A butler appeared and the visitor 
was asked, ‘‘Will you try a glass of milk or 
a glass of champagne—the cost of each is 
exactly equal to the other?’’ Which seems to 
prove that Vice President Merton was not 
successful financially as a producer of milk 
of grade A. 

The Hamilton hotel a third of a century 
ago Was the winter home of a rather mixed 
congressional family, from a geographic 
standpoint. At one time it numbered among 
lis guests Senator Frye, Representatives 
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Dingley and Boutelle. of Maine, Senator Dol- 
liver and Representatives Lacey and Perkins, 
of lIowa:;: Weymouth. of Massachusetts; 
Southard, of Ohio: Russell, of Connecticut; 
Gen. Ketchum, of New York, and a dozen 
others from different sections of the coun- 
try, including Hawley. one of the few Re 
publicans, who have succeeded in breaking 
into Congress from Texas. 

Gilson was the manager, and he, unlike 
modern managers, mixed with his guests 
and joined all their parties, to which he was 
ever a welcome addition. The Hamilton hotel 
crowd was a big family. The main sitting 
and smoking rooms were on the ground 
floor on the Fourteenth street side, and after 
dinner each evening it was always possible 
to find the men you wanted, because the 
home-like air of the place was so attractive 
that the guests seldom thought it necessary 
to look for entertainment outside its walls. 
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ie the old days the Willard lobby, which 
was conveniently near the bar, was the 
gathering place for all the old derelicts float- 
ing on the back-wash of the civil war days 
and more recent political campaigns. Here il 
was that Judge Wiley, ‘‘of Accomac county, 
Virginia, suh,’’ would brag of the fertility 
of the Eastern Sho’, fertilized by the bodies 
of the damyankees whom we slaughtered by 
the thousand endurin’ of the wah, suh.’’ 

Judges and colonels were as thick in the 
lobby of the old Willard ready to help Cleve- 
land and Gene Higgins turn the rascals out, 
and each living in hope that one of the plums 
would fall to his-lot. Gene was a Baltimore 
politician of the Arthur Gorman tribe. He 
was made appointment clerk of the Treas- 
ury by Secretary Manning. His particular 
division of the Treasury Department employ- 
ed a score or more clerks, among whom was 
u short stubby, black whiskered, jolly old 
fellow named Fritz Grimm.

Discovering dinosaur eggs was not the 


only business of the third Asiatic expedition, 


led into Mongolia by Roy Chapman Andrews 
in search of traces of primitive man last 
vear. Big-game hunting from the seat of 
an ordinary automobile, and viper hunts in 
tents and even beds were among the adven- 
tures encountered during the trip, accord- 
ing to Mr. Andrews. 

Writing in the June World’s Work the ex- 
plorer, who is now conducting a fourth ex 
pedition, says in part: 

‘Four or five of us hunted the next day 
and nearly all the men got sheep, but they 
were all in the highest peaks. Dr. Loucks 
returned late in the afternoon to report that 
he had killed a'wolf and ‘two sheep tar down 
toward the end of the mountain; he thought 
we could get fairly close with an automobile.

ing. No one was fired. 

When Cook was the manager of Willards 
if was the custom to close the entire house, 
except the bar and the lobby, half of which 
was boarded up during the summer months, 
about as soon as Congress adjourned, 
and it stayed closed until the middle of 
November. Those were dull days for the 
majors and colonels and judges, but they 
managed to run into a stranger occasionally 
and thereby secured the necessary quench 
ing material for their constant thirsts. 
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HE Riggs house, under Spoffard, wag 
another of the places of entertainment 
which economized on help and light bills by 
shutting up shop during the summer months. 
The Riggs house occupied the site now cov- 
ered by the Albee building. It was directly 
opposite the Treasury and during one sum- 
mer when it was closed up altogether Jay 
Durham, then representing the New York 
World, telegraphed a beautiful hoax to that 
newspaper in which he described the discov- 
ery of a plot of a gang of crooks who were 
said to have arranged to rent the building as 
the storage place for the earth which thev 
were digging from a tunnel to run under 
Fifteenth street for the purpose of tapping 
the gold vaults of the Treasury. He de- 
scribed the alleged plot so carefully that the 
Officials and employes of the department had 
a terrible scare. . Extra guards were employed 
and a thorough examination was instituted 
in an attempt to locate the probable 
Treasury end of the tunnel. But it was never 
found, nor did the later exploration of the 
sewer in Fifteenth street show any evidence 
that it had been tapped. 

There were upward of $200,000,000 in 
gold in the vaults at that time, but most 
of the bullion owned by the government to 
day is stored in New York, under the control 
of the Federal Reserve Board. 

Of all the old hotels conducted on the 
American plan in the eighties, the Arlington, 
on Vermont avenue, was by far the most pop- 
ular, as it was the largest. The Arlington 
was the real political headquarters. Sur- 
rounding the lobby were half a score of little 
nooks and “‘ecubbies’’ wherein statesmen and 
politician were wont to gather for important 
political confabs. Here the New York Re- 
publicans foregathered every night and here 
Senator ‘‘Tom”’ Platt conducted a duplicate of 
the ‘“‘Amen Corner’’ of the old Fifth Avenue 
hotel in New York: The senator would freely 
talk in that little corner, although generally 
about as communicative as Mr. Coolidge un 
der other conditions. The Arlington was 
noted for the manner in which Theophile 
Roeselle, the lion-maned proprietor, could put 
up a “banquet” and could project the end of 
his black cigar farther into the air than any 
guest who ever occupied a seat at his table. 
Roeselle invariably sported a cigarholder at 
least six inches long. 

The Arlington bar was a quiet little place 
where libations were served at the tables 
around which every night could be seen men 
in the high councils of both political parties, 
especially those from New England and New 
York State. It was here that James H. 
Eccles was first introduced to Washington 
public life. He came from Chicago and was 
about “as big as a pint of cider.’’ But during 
his subsequent administration of the office 
of controller of the currency he had the big- 
vest list of bank failures in the history of 
the national banking system. It was in that 
same bar that Tracy, of Albany, dubbed 
‘“Cookoo Tracy” on the floor of the House, 
because of his assumption of the role of 
spokesman for President Cleveland, intro 
duced “Scotch and Soda”’ to the jaded palates 
of those who were tired of fizzes, cocktails 
and highballs. Scotch up to that time was in- 
variably served as a hot punch. And it was 
here that Archie Bliss spent the two hours 
between 10 and 12 every night before his old- 
fashioned ‘‘coupe,’’ driven up to the front 
door, awaited to take him back to Overlook 
inn, on the hill at East Washington Heights. 

The only successful hotel conducted by a 
colored man for white guests, exclusively, was 
Wormley’s, on the corner of Fifteenth and 
if streets, directly opposite the Shoreham. 
Wormley had been the butler, or houseman 
of Reverdy Johnson, during that gentleman’s 
term as Minister to England. Mr. Johnson 
financed Wormley’s hotel venture and it was 
a great success from the start. Patronized 
as it was by New Englanders like Charles 
Sumner, George Frisbie Hoar, William W. 
Crapo, Senator Dawes, Gen. Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, and others of that type its doors 
were barred to men of color. One of them 
found that out to his deep chagrin. He was 
Johnson C. Whitaker, of South Carolina. 
Whitaker was a cadet at West Point and 
claimed that upper classmen slit his ears 
and otherwise mutilated him. His charges 
were investigated and he was found to have 
misstated the facts. A court-martial sen- 
tenced him to dismissal. Then he started 
out to lecture on “The Color Line at West 
Point.” He came to Washington with the 
idea of delivering his lecutre here and went 
to Wormley’s intending to “put up” there 
during his stay. But Wormley told him 
frankly that he did not.accomodate men of 
his own color and refused him a room or a 
place at table. Witaker was persuaded by 
such men as Fred Douglas, Blanche K. Bruce, 
Collector Cooke and other leading colored 
men of the day to cut Washington out of his 
itinerary. A week later Whitaker went back 
to South Carolina with Capt. Bob Smalls, the 
‘hero of the steamer Planter,’’ who had just 
won his contest for a seat in the Forty-sev- 
enth Congress, and the last heard of him was 
in the capacity of professor in a colored 
educational! institution in that State, 
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Then to his amazement a shoulder angril: 
shook him off. and an irate woman snapped 
“Don't trv to get fresh! You ought to b 
locked up for insultin’ a decent woman!” 

For a moment he was stunned, literally un 
able to believe his ears; but, although the 
theater was inky black, except for the ushers’ 
flashlights, it dawned upon him in an in 
stant what must have taken place.

Do you know why we celebrate Flag day* 
It is because on June. 14, 1777. the Conti 
nental Congress passed the following reso 
lution: 

‘Resolved: That the flag of the thirteen 
lnited States be thirteen stripes. alternate 
red and white; that the union be thirteen 
stars. white in a blue fleld, representing a 
new constellation.’’ Brave John Paul Jones

The men had planned to make _ six-point 
stars for the Union, but Betsy persuaded 
them to use five-point stars instead and that 
is why the stars in the flag today are five- 
point ones, 

There is very good reason to believe that 
the stripes and stars upon George Washing 
ton’s coat of arms suggested the stars and 
stripes of our flag The stripes had been 
State flags. however, and it 1s 
probable that the idea of the flag just grew 

At first. it was thought that a stripe and a 
star should he added to the flag for each 
new State that entered the Union. [t was 
soon seen, however, that the stripe took so 
much room the flag would soon be too large 
and awkward On April 4, 1818, Congress 
passed a: law that the stripes in the flag 
should always remain 13 in memory of the 
12 original States and that each new State 
should be represented by a new star added 
to the flaz on the Fourth of July following 
the admission of the State to the Union. At 
the time of the Revolution the’ flag had 
13 stars; of the Mexican war, 29: of the civil 
war. 35: of the Spanish-American war, 45, 
and the number today is, 4&8. 

You have heard much about the flag in 
vour schools. One of the finest things ever 
said about it was in a speech made by the 
late Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the In- 
terior. on Flag day, 1914 lt is too long to 
print in full here, but there are fine thoughts 
in it. 

Hie said in part. impersonating the Flag: 

“The work that we do is the making of the 
flag 

‘Tam not the flag: not at all lam but its 
shadow. 

“tl am 
more, 

‘Tam vour belief in vourselfl, vour dream 
of what a people may become... 

“Tam the day's work of the weakest men 
and the largest dream of the most daring. 

“T am the battle of vesterday and the mis-

“IT swing before your eves as a bright gleam 
of color, a symbol of vourself, the pictured’.

One of the modern developments | 
of an ancient practice is the elevator | 
Tne elevator | 


method of extraction. 
is an instrument that looks like an 
old-fashioned corkscrew with 
twirls in the rod replaced by a 
straight shaft that has varying an- 
gles. and thicknesses at the end. 
This tool makes the troublesome 
tooth get down and out of its un- 
welcome home in the jaw. The pa- 
tient is anesthetized, either with a 
local or general anesthetic. 
the elevator with gentle pressure, 
the offending tooth is squeezed un- 
til it loosens up so much that 
comes out with little trouble. 


Elevators Used for Impacted Teeth. 


This is particularly true with im-| 


pacted teeth. These are teeth that 
have lost their sense of direction 
and instead of coming out through 
the regular portal in the jaw as a 
normal tooth should, they keep 


growing at an angle until they get’ 


jammed between the roots of the 
neighboring teeth and so 
imbedded in the jaw. 

Sometimes such impacted teeth 
do not bother; at other times they 
may cause severe pains and swell- 
ing. 

When impacted teeth do 
pain and it is desired to 
them, it is desirable to injure as lit- 
tle of the tissue as possible.

The use of the elevator prevents 
such injury to a great extent by 
minimizing the tearing and bruis- 
ing about the jaw. It sneaks under 
ithe offending areas and slowly 
‘prods away until the bothersome 
‘tooth is extracted. 

The elevator is used with teeth 
I that are partly broken off, that are 
'abscessed, as well as in cases of im- 
'pacted teeth. 

Varied Forceps for Various Uses. 

Do not get the impression that 
the lowly forceps have been discard. 
ed and are never to be used again. 
They have too brilliant a history in 
the relieving of pain to be shunted 
off to one side. 

Forceps are of varying shapes so 
'as to fit the teeth in their different 
positions in the mouth. They are 
| made in this assortment of shapes 
for as the closer a wrench fits a 
‘nut the easier it is to make the 
‘nut turn, so the more perfect the 
| forceps ends fit the teeth, the better 
will be the extraction. 

The final force of extraction is 
parallel to the line of the tooth 
which prevents fracture of the 
tooth, neighboring teeth or sur- 
rounding bone. 

Making the extraction easier aids 
the healing and lessens the post 
operative pain. 

After the tooth is extracted, 
way is cleared for nature—and 
nature is our best doctor. With 
|infection from the tooth removed, 
‘nature begins the job of healing the 
tissues until they are back to 
normal.

Furthermore, when influenza 
swept over Europe, Denmark had 
such a light seizure that they fig- 
ured that their policy saved them 
one-fourth of the expected deaths 
from that disease. Although 
mark was not at war, she was sur- 
rounded by warring countries: and 
her ports were blockaded much of 
the time. The experience of Den- 
mark has a lesson for us as individ- 
uals and as acommunity group. 

During this period of tria] the 
Danes had Dr. Hinhede at the head 
of their food bureau, and they per- 
mitted him to ration them as no 
other nation was rationed. Dr. Hin- 
hede endeavored to turn back the 
pages of time and put all the people 
on the old peasant diet. This diet 
consisted of coarse bread and vege- 
tables, a little meat, milk and fruit. 
The blockade cut off the supply of 
tea and coffee, solving that prob- 
lem. Since the supply of grain for 
food was small, no grain was per- 
mitted to go into spirits and beer. 
That took care of another source of 
harm. Since tbere was not enough 
food for the people and the pigs, the 
latter were killed. The number of 
hogs was reduced 80 per cent. Den- 
mark is a great dairy country. Nev- 
ertheless, the number of dairy cows 
was reduced one-third. The milk 
was largely held for invalids, the 
sick, and for growing children. 

The bread was made from whole 
rye flour, to which 12 per cent 
wheat bran had been added. Hin- 
hede said this was the coarsest 
bread that has been fed to any race 
in recent centuries. He and others 
have proved that the greater part 
of bran is digested and absorbed 
and used by the tissues. 

The diet contained little animal 
fat. While animal fats are better 
than vegetable fats, nevertheless 
most men can get all the vitamins 
they need from a diet reasonably 
rich in vegetable fats, such as olive 
oil, nut oils and cottonseed oil. 
- Vegetable soup, and especially cab- 


bage soup, had a prominent place|: 


in the Hinhede diets. 


He had an assistant under close 
observation who lived for two years 
and kept vigorous and strong on a 
diet of cabbage soup, potatoes and 
coarse bread. A diet rich in white 
potatoes is the best.remedy for the 
disorders due to too much uric acid. 

The Hinhede diets belong defin- 
ftely in the low protein class. They 
are especially valuable for people 
of middle age and beyond.

Since then one of 
the twins always looks pale, and 
the doctor says she has leakage of 
the heart and believes she was 
born with it, but I doubt that. be- 
cause when they were a few months 
old I took them to a child welfare 
station and I was told they were 
healthy children. Our doctor was 
the one who delivered the babies. 
Why did he not tell us then that 
one was a weakling? 

Can I do anything to strengthen 
the heart, or is there any chance 
of her outgrowing it? 

REPLY. 

If the baby has anemia, and the 
heart murmur is due to that. there 
is a good chance that she will ‘‘out- 
grow it.’’ Keep her in the sunlight 
as much as possible. Give her a 
diet that is rich in egg yellow, 
meat juice, salads, greens, English 
peas well mashed, and peas and 
beans. 

If the murmur is organic she may 
not have any other symptoms for 
many years—say 40 or 50. 


SEPTIC TANK LEAKS. 
F. H. writes: In November I had 
water installed. As we have no 
sewage system here, I had a septic 


tank built just outside the house. 
I told the plumber I wanted a good 
floor in the septic tank, so there 
would be no seepage into the base- 
ment. He put in a very poor floor, 
since the water seeps into the base- 
ment wall, which is 10 inches thick 
and of coarse material. 

The basement wall igs constantly 
wet’ next to the septic tank and 
nearly as high up as the water 
stands in the tank. Below the bot- 
tom of the septic tank and in the 
corner of the basement you can see 
water oozing in as from a spring. 

How can‘ this be remedied?. By 
cleaning out the tank and putting 
in a concr¢te floor or by putting a 
good concrete wall outside the base- 
ment?
